While adding an Inch or more 
to a short skirt is often simple 
task, the seamstress sometimes 
strikes a problem, especially when 
ffcdng is required or If the back 
of the hem is shiny from many 
pressings, the ngent advises. 
In case of shiny wool fabrics, 
rip the hem nnd stenm-press it 
on the wrong side of the fabric, 
provided the 
wool Is lightweight, 
or has a raised pattern 
in the 
weave, says Miss Merrltt. 
For 
thick 
wool, right 
side 
pressing 
may be more effective. 
To steam 
press, cover the fabric with a dry 
wool cloth, then with a cotton 
cloth 
dampened 
in water, 
and 
use a warm iron. 
If the fabric 
still shines after pressing, try rais- 
ing the nap of the wool with R 
brush or rubber sponge—the kind 
used for suede. 
If a skirt hem must be let out 
to Its full extent, seam binding 
or facing material are needed, the 
agent says. 
If the dress fabric 


is heavy, the seam binding may 
be sewed directly to the skirt 
edge. 
Then • the binding should 
be turned up so that about one- 
fourth Inch of the dress mater- 
ial Is on the underside of 
the 


skirt—that if. the 
fold shouldn't 
be made alon£ the 
linn where 
seam 
binding and 
dress 
fabric 
join, as this would make the skirt 
edge ripple unattractively. 
If the 
dress Roods is light weight, a fac- 
ItUf about an Inch wide is needed, 
to give body to the edge of the 
Bklrt. 
. When sewing a facing to 
a 
nklrt edge, an ordinary seam will 
do, if the skirt Is of light weight 
goods, says Miss Merritt. 
But 
with heavier material. It may b« 
best to turn under the edge of 
the lacing and top-stitch It to the 
eklrt edge. Once attached, the fac- 
ing should he turned up, so that 
the fold Is about one-fourth Inch 
from the edge. Then the facing 
can be hemmed to the skirt, or 
the edge finished with seam bind- 
ing and sewed to the underside of 
the skirt with n catch-stitch 
or 
•lip atlteh.

000 or more, but Individually less, 
they can file separately on Form 
W-2 or the 1040 short-form, or 
jointly on the long-form. 


When they file separately on 


Form W-2 or the 1040 short-from, 
each Is allowed a deduction of 
about 10 percent for persona! ex- 
penses, It's already figured into 
the tax table on Form W-2 or the 
1040 
short-form, they are allowed 


one deduction of about 10 percent 
but It is 10 percent of their com- 
bined income. 


Separate Filing Explained 


When they file separately on the 


1040 long-form, with the Income of 
each 15,000 or more, each 1» allow- 
ed a standard deduction of $500 for 
personal expenses.

If they file Jointly on the long- 


form, they are allowed only one 
standards deduction of $500 from 
their combined Income, not a $500 
deduction for each of them. 
But If one uses the long-form 


and Itemizes deductions, the other 
must use It and itemize, too. 
Last year husbands and wives 
had to think of two kinds of ex- 
emptions when they filed a return: 
a normal tax exemption and a 
surtax exemption. 
One Process Changed 
That's because, In figuring the 


j tax, you had to work out, step-by- 
step, the normal tax and the sur- 
tax.

This year. In the actual figuring, 
the normal tax and the surtax have 
ben combined. 


So now you think only of one 


$500 exemption for the wife and 
one for the husband: whether you 
can claim only one or both and de- 
duct them from your income be- 
fore it is taxed with the combined 
tax.That's why, to make It easy on 
you, no distlnclon was made in

neither the Norris-LmGuardla act 
nor the War Labor Disputes 
act

Guilty of Contempt. 


Chief Justice Vlnson in his opin- 


ion said that the trial court prop- 
erly found the defendants in the 
Lewis case guilty of both criminal 
and civil contempt. 


The majority specified that in 


cutting the union's fine to $700,000 
it was doing so on this condition: 


The union must pay an addition- 


al fine of $2,SOO,000 unless It shows 
within five days after the supreme 
court issues its mandate that it 
has fully complied with the lower 
court's ordftr. 
Serious Fines Recognized. 


"The defendant 
union/' 
Chief 


Justice Vlnson said, "cnn effect full 
compliance only hy withdrawing 
unconditionally the notice given by 
it signed by John L. Lewis, to J. A. 
Krug, secretary of 
the 
interior, 


terminating the Krug-Lewis agree- 
ment as of midnight, November 20, 
and by notifying at the same time, 
Its members of such withdrawal." 


"But a majority feels that th<; 


course taken by the union carried 
with it such a serious threat to 
orderly constitutional government 
and to the economic and social wel- 
fare of the nation, that a fine of 
substantial size Is required In or- 
der to emphasize the gravity of the 
offense of which the union was 
found guilty. 


I-ewla "Affirrefwlve Leader." 


"The defendant Lewis, It Is true, 


was the aggressive leader in the 
studied and deliberate non-com- 
pliance with the order of the dis- 
trict court; but a« 
the 
record 


shows, he stated 
In open court 


prior to imposition of the 
fines 


that "the 
representatives of tht 


United Mine Workers determined 
that the 
so-called 
Krug-Lewiy 


agreement was breached,1 and that 
it was the union's representatives' 
who 'notified the secretary of the 
interior that the contract was ter- 
minated as of November 20.' And 
certainly it was the members of the 
defendant union who executed the 
nationwide strike. 
Loyalty In re- 


sponding to the orders of 
their 


leaders may, in some minds, mini- 
mize the gravity of the miner's 
conduct; but we can not ignore the 
effect of their action upon the 
rights of other citizens, or the ef- 
fect of their action upon our sys- 
tem of government" 


The chief justice asserted that 


"the 
gains, social and economic, 


which the miners and other citi- 
zens have realized in the past are 
ultimately due to the fact they en- 
jo*' the rights of free men under 
our systemm of government." 
Future Progress At Stake. 


"Upon the maintenance of that 


system," Vlnson added, "depends 
all future progress to which they 
may justly aspire In .our complex 
society there Is a great variety of 
limited loyalties, hut the overriding; 
Joynity of all is to our country 
and to the Institutions under which 
a particular Interest may be pur- 
sued." 
"We are aware," the chief Jus- 


tice said, "that the defendants may 
have sincerely believed that the re- 
straining order was ineffective and 
would finally he vacated. However 
the government had sought a dec- 
laration of Its contractual 
rights 


under the Krug-Lewls agreement, 
effective since May, 1946, and sol- 
emnly subscribed by the 
govern- 


ment and defendant union, 


Obedience Mandatory, 


"The restraining order sought to 


preserve conditions until the cause 
could be determined, and obedience 


by the defendant* would have se- 
cured this result. 
"They had 
full opportunity to 


comply with the order of the dis- 
trict court, but they deliberately re- 
fused 
obedience and 
determined 


for themselves the validity of the 
order, x x x 
"Lack of Respect." 


"Their (the union's and Lewis') 


conduct showed a total lack of 
respect for the 
judicial 
process.
